Report of the Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of New Castle, N. H.: 


The water commissioners herewith submit the following 
report— 

Owing to the difficulties in obtaining books, etc., pertain- 
ing to the water department, we have been put to a great dis- 
advantage in collecting the money due the water department 
for service pipe. In our opinion this money should have been 
collected by the former board of commissioners, as we have 
found many errors in their accounts which could have been 
adjusted better by them than us, they having had sufficient 
time to attend to the matter. 

Owing to these difficulties we have been unable to collect 
for water service. 

Considering the nearness of the pipe to the surface in 
many places, we would advise having it lowered, thereby sav- 
ing much expense from thawing frozen pipes.
